Taft Defends Labor Stand,

In the treatment of ap p endicitis, 
this disease still kills many ev ery 
y ear, a needless long of life 
be­ 
cause, when the doctor is giv en an 
op p ortunity to see a p atient with 
ap p endicitis early , the chances fofr 
comp lete recov ery are good. 
For ex amp le, m more than 1400 
op erations for acute, simp le ap ­ 
p endicitis, only two p atients suc­ 
cumbed^ Chi the other hand, the 
death rate for rup tured ap p endix 
today is one out of 14, and 20 
y ears ago it was higher still-one 
out of fiv e. 
Now the chief factor in bring­ 
ing about rup tured ap p endix 
is 
delay in seeking treatment, and the 
abov e figures show how costly such 
delay can be. 
, Ev en so, fewer p eop le die today 
iroin 
rup tured ap p endix than 20 
y ears ago but this sav ing a t liv es 
Is not due to any lessening of the 
tendency to p ut off going to the 
doctor, but rather to four great im­

This may become 
loose and be carried along by the 
blood stream to a lung, resulting in 
what la known as p ulmonary em­ 
bolism. 
Most often, the p atients 
who 
dev elop a 
p ulmonary em­ 
bolism are o ver fifty y ears erf age. 
Hence, in such cases, the action of 
dlcoumarol is esp ecially v aluable 
in p rev enting dot formation. Some 
surgeons may choose to tie a v ein 
in the leg, to p rev ent a dot already 
formed from reaching the lung. 
While all of these things hav e 
resulted in a lessened death rate 
from ap p endicitis,

As I said earlier, this is the 
delay on the p art of toe p ublic in 
gotog to the doctor, In other words 
the number of cases of rup tured 
ap p endix continues about toe same, 
although there has been great im­ 
p rov ement in caring for p atients 
with this condition.
